PUELIC OPINION AND THE TREATIES. 


The administration is counting heavily 
upon the independent, non-partisan, edu­ 
cated public opinion of the country to car­ 
ry its treaties through. 
There is no doubt 
that this element of public opinion is in fa­ 
vor of the treaties. 
Most rf the newspaper 
spokesmen of this element favor them. 
If 
this element is to be turned the other way, 
the opponents of the four-power pact will 
have to make a strong showing and their 
arguments will have to be compounded of 
facts and not of prejudice. 
Nevertheless, it should be remembered, 
that the element was even more strongly in 
favor of the League of Nations. Its spokes­ 
men, including many of the 
best 
known 
public men of both parties, declared them­ 
selves in favor of the League, and unques­ 
tionably the large portion of this element 
which, being 
republican, 
voted for Mr. 
Harding did so accepting in good faith the 
assurances of many prominent republicans 
including Mr. Hughes, that Mr. Harding, if 
elected, would take this country into the 
League. 
Yet, in spite of the insistent and 
almost 
unanimous 
support 
given 
the 
League project by the enlightened public 
opinion of the country, the covenant was 
rejected by the senate. 
Hence even the undivided support of this 
larg£ portion of the public is not sufficient 
to ensure success. 
If this element is divid­ 
ed, what then? 
It remained solidly pro­ 
l o g u e throughout the long controversy 
and the evidences of its 
support 
became 
Blere and more marked as time went on. 
This may not be the case this time. 
It is 
fuite possible, or even probable, that divis­ 
ions will develop, 
and this 
likelihood is 
greatly increased by the administration’s 
refusal to enter the Genoa conference. The 
great mass of the people and most of the 
newspapers backing the Washington trea­ 
ties have been even more insistent upon 
American participation at Genoa, and the 
administration's rejection of the Genoa in­ 
vitation is sure to cause a marked reaction 
among them which is likely to affect their 
attitude towards the treaties. 
- Time is evidently an important factor in 
the situation. 
If the debate on the treaties 
& long, permitting a searching scrutiny and 
a thorough analysis, a considerable propor­ 
tion of the pro-treaty public opinion which 
is now’ vocal, is likely to lapse into silence 
ar even swung to the other side. 
And, al­ 
though by staying away from Genoa the 
administration may have propitiated cer­ 
tie in senators, it has chilled many of its sup* 
porters outside of the senate.

“Senator Underwood, explaining at 
length why no record of the negotia­ 
tions was kept, declared the discus­ 
sions could not be carried on in a pifb- 
lic way, because they concerned prin­ 
cipally the abrogation of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, a subject on w’hich 
the Armorican delegates could speak 
only by private suggestion.” 
But we have been informed loudly and 
boastfully again and again by the republi­ 
can papers that the discussions were car­ 
ried on in a public way,

Paris, the proceedings of the Washington 
conference were an open book. 
Of course, this was a1! nonsense and Mr.

At Washington, just as at 
Paris, secrecy w’as practiced. 
There is no 
good reason why it shouldn’t have been; 
but Senator Hitchcock does well in expos­ 
ing the fallacy that everything done at 
Washington was done in the full light of 
day.
